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REPORT OF UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


While reporting the condition of our schools, it may not be super- 
fluous to say a word concerning the School Board. It may at first have 
seemed to others, as it did to us, as unnecessarily large; yet in practice 
it will be found to have increased the number of those interested in our 
schools, to insure a continuity of plan, and secure a more impartial 
selection of teachers. The various unrequited duties, not always agree- 
able but always increasing with the number of schools, are assigned to 
sub-committees ; among which is a committee for distributing pupils 
among the various school-houses. Heretofore there has been a very 
general acquiescence in the decisions of this committee, and although 
there must be quite a gerreral change of places in the Spring, when the 
new rooms are occupied, there is every reason to believe that all will 
be satisfactorily arranged. 

The system of gradation continues to give the best results. The 
classes are few, and teachers have ample time for each. Occasionally a 
a pupil unwisely urged by parental influence, is admitted to a grade 
above his years. The pupil instead of\ being the first in his proper 
class, becomes one of the poorest in the next above, and the anticipated 
advantages are not realized. Occasionally \too, pupils; from absence or 
otherwise, fall behind their age. In such cases the sympathies of the 
committees have always inclined them to adapt their rules most favora- 
bly to the pupils. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 
Of the new houses voted last year by the district, that on School st. 
was completed ata cost of $3261, including $150 for land. The fur- 
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niture was previously in use. The house on Spruce st. including lot, 
and grading and culverts at about $500, has cost $2630. This house 
is very pleasantly located, and, if it may be called the prettiest of all 
the school houses, we are much indebted for this result, to Mr. John 
Hl. Fuiler, who with liberal hand has supplied all extra needs. Besides 
making the gift of a bell, he has very much widened the street in front 
of the house, and paid the extra cost of slate over shingles in making 
the roof. The hous» on Lincoln st. is not completed at present writing. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The condition of this department has been somewhat less satisfactory 
than in sume former years. The continued illness and absence of the 
principal assistant has had an unfavorable influence. Pupils some- 
times think that none but a favorite teacher can instruct them. The 
assistant being twice changed, it was some time before the pupils be- 
cam® interested in their lessons, and the routine of school life went 
smoothly on... Nevertheless, the present assistant being fully capable, 
the school has made very good progress in the several branches. A 
class of som+ twenty of the elder pupils, some of them with a view of 
teaching, have. reviewed. the last term Greenleaf’s Arithmetic. This 
class is our Normal School. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


This was removed for the winter term from the Square to our new, 
well lighted and pleasant room on School St. It will be noticed that 
this is not a central location ; but when the growth of the town shall 
in two or three years show the necessity of another school of this grade, 
this will then seem a very suitable place for one of the two. This 
school has the past year equalled the highest expectations of the School 
Board. A certain degree of friendliness, familiarity and mutual respect 
seem to have resulted here in the perfection of school government. 
While our rooms were the most erowded we somewhat prematurely 
passed the first class from this to the High School. The second class, 
now become the first, leaves off in Greenleaf at page 188. The class 
that entered the High School attained in the same time to page 245, a 
point which perhaps they might have more profitably reached in this 
grade. . 

THE INTERMEDIATES. 

There has been s0 much said at various times about keeping these 
schools on the public Square, that we are pleased to be able to state, 
that one of them has been removed to the new room on School St and 
that the other will next term be moved to Church St. ‘The committee 
who have had charge of these schools the past year report them as both 
alike successful, well ordered, and industrious; that the teachers have 
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been faithful, conscientious, and zealous in the performance of their 
duties. For future reference we state that the first classes in Greenleaf 
began at p. 56, p. 74, p. 94 in the successive terms, leaving off at 


page 120. 
THE PRIMARIES. 


This grade made up of the youngest pupils, and which now consists 
of four crowded schools, will in the coming year be divided into six. 
So crowded have these been the past year, the several committees having 
them in charge have been very lenient in judging of their discipline. 
Where more than one occupies a seat, or where many extra seats are 
brought in, there always will be more or less disorder. There may have 
beep lack of governing faculty in some instances, but in others, like 
that of Miss Metcalf, good order was a prominent characteristic The 
most noticable difference in these schools after government, serms to be 
in keeping children interested in their recitations, and agreeably occu- 
pied at other times. The black board which‘is called the best book in 
primary schools, is sometimes not much used, but is often made to com- 
bine both amusement and instruction. 


UPPER PRIMARIES. 


These are four in number comprising about two hundred pupils. In 
these the great work of ciphering is begun. In each a class has begun 
the book, and attained to some thoroughness in division, during the 
year. The method of analyzing examples, which Horace Mann says he 

found practised in the best foreign schools, has been generally adopted. 

Some teachers seemed to think it somewhat difficult, but the difference 
in the ages of pupils may have been sufficient reason. Several members 
of the Board have at various times expressed especial sa‘isfaction with 
the Main St. school both summer and winter; and the closing examin- 
ation free from all suspicion of special preparation served to confirm 
previous opinions. The several examining committees of the other 
schools spoke in high terms of their appearance at the close. In some 
schools fine map drawings were shown, and in one, we found in use, 
copies of a book called ‘‘The Little Folks’ Self Instructing Drawing 
Book,’’ date 1865. The black board here was at times covered with 
drawings of gail boats, flowers, dogs, birds soldiers etc. The teacher 
said the pupils had ample time, and it was a reward and stimulus to 
them to allow them to draw. 


DRAWING. 


Horace Mann went abroad, to visit foreign schools, for the purpose 
of gathering ideas for home use. It seems to us that he has suggested 
no more practical and useful improvement, than that of teaching draw- 
ing in all the schools. He devotes several pages to this tupic. He 
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says a child will learn to draw and write, almost as soon as to write 
alone ; because by doing what he likes to do, rather than making un- 
meaning marks, he sooner acquires a certain skill of hand, which prac- 
tice alone gives. He visited countries where almost every pupil could 
draw with ease and rapidity. He says ‘* Drawing is itself a beautiful 
language. -A few strokes of the pencil will often represent to the eye, 
what no amount of words can do. It gives one a new sense, and al- 
though one may never use the art, yet he has become a more careful, 
correct and appreciative observer not only of art but of nature.’’? An- 
other year our schools wili be smaller and our teachers have more leisure; 
and if drawing is such a pleasure, it may be well to relieve ‘* the eter- 
nal round of ciphering’’ by frequent practice in drawing, either on the 
board or on the slate for which ‘Slate Drawings’ are especially de- 
signed.

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTER 


OF EE EVN E). 


In compliance with the Laws of the Rate, the Superintending School 
Committee of Keene, submit the following report of the Schools for 
the year ending March 10, 1868. 

The sum raised by the Town for the support of Schools at its last an- 
nual meeting was $4500. The amount of Literary fund received by the 
Town was $140.55. The amount raised by Union District for the 
Hight School &e. was %1800; the amount raised to pay rent of School 
rooms was $900; and raised for repairs of School houses $500. In 
addition to this there has been paid for instruction in private Schools 
about $300; making the amount expended in town for the purpose of 
education $8140,55. 

SCHOOL STATISTICS. 


_ Dr. I. Prouty visited the Schools in District Nos. 2,3, 5, 6 and 10. 

Mr. Tilden visited Nos. 4, 7, 8¢ 9 and 11. 

No. 2. This school kept 8 weeks in summer. Whole number of 
scholars 21. Average 18 ; Tardiness first term 17. The register whis- 
pers to us that a screw is loose somewhere in this district. Parents and 
Guardians, haye you taken the interest in this you ought? Why so 
many instances of tardiness? We suggested that the first class in read- 
ing should change their reading book, for the reason that it was not 
suited to them. A change of teachers for the second term, which kept 
11 weeks ; whole number of scholars 18 ; average 17 ; tardiness4. We 
are happy to say, that at our closing visit, we found that the school had 
done very well, with the exception of that first class in reading. Al- 
though it has made some advance it is not what it is capable of being, 
with more‘attention to the study and practice, ina book suited to them. 
When it takes'two or more figures to express the number each of tar- 
dinesses, dismissals and absence, it is equivalent to— ) 

No. 3. The spring term of this school kept 9 weeks. Whole num- 
ber of scholars 19; average 14. A good degree of interest was mani- 
fested at our first visit, and appeared to be very well sustained at the 
close. All that need be said is, it has done well; the teacher has done 
a good work. Nota single instance of tardiness, as shown by the reg- 
ister, which speaks well for parents or guardians, teacher and scholars. 
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The fall term kept 8 weeks by the same teacher. Whole number of 
scholars 20, average 16. The schoola decided success. Notan instance 
of tardiness, 

No. 4, The summer term of 8 weeks, cats” 22 scholars and an aver- 
age attendance of 18, was under the care of a teacher of some experi- 
ence in teaching. She was faithful and conscientious, and labored with 
assiduity in her vocation, good progress was exhibited in the different 
branches pursued. The closing examination was very satisfactory. 

The winter term of 10 weeks, with 22 scholars and an average atten- 
dance of 15, was very successful. ‘‘ The right teacher was in the right 
place.’? She seemed to enjoy the confidence and respect of the schol- 
ars, as well as of the parents, and as a matter of course the improve- 
ment was decided. The classes in Reading and Geography appeared 
extremely well. Arithmetic also was very good. 

No. 5. The summer term of this school kept 10 weeks. Whole 
number of scholars 15; average 14. Only one instance of tardiness, 
which showsa faithfulness of those immediately interested’ in the school. 
The teacher has had considerable experience in teaching, knows how to 
do her work, and, we think has labored faithfully, and advanced her 
little school satisfactorily. A united feeling does not exist in the dis- 
trict in regard to the school, and all the scholars-belonging here have 
not attended, which is very much to be regretted as the number is small 
when all are in attendance. | 

The second term was kept by same teacher. Whole number of schol- 
ars 12; average 11. Not an instance of tardiness. 

No. 6. Only one term of school; time 14 weeks; whole number of 
scholars 19; average 13. ‘This is her first attempt at teaching, and has 
done herself much credit. She makes honorable mention of the older 
_ scholars for the respect they have shown her, and their’ @ildeavors to 
make the school profitable and Biaeanti The register shows a good 
number of visitors. 

No.7. This school, combining a fall and winter term of 17 weeks 
with 11 scholars and an average attendance of 10 1-2, was under the 
charge of a teacher of energy and experience and more than ordinary 
in teaching and governing a school; we anticipated a successful school, 
and were not disappointed. The discipline was all that we could wish, 
and the examination of the different classes gave satisfactory evidence 
of efficiency on the part of the teacher, and industry on the part of the 
scholars. 

No.8. This being a very small school there was no summer term. 
The fall and winter term of 13 weeks, with 7 scholars, and an average 
attendance of 5 was under the care of a young teacher (this being her 
first attempt at teaching) ; nevertheless it was a very successful school ; 
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the scholars made good improvement, and the closing examination 
showed that her labor had not been in vain. 

No.9. The summer term of this school was under the charge of an 
earnest and efficient teacher. The scholars were generally attentive and 
industrious and made good progress. The instruction was clear and 
concise, and well calculated to excite an interest on the part of the 
scholars. All the exercises at the close were satisfactory. | 

The profit of the winter term was much obscured by the inattention 
and general confusion on the part of the scholars Yet perhaps it was 
better than no school. We would speak favorably of the school if it 
had been more orderly and industrious. We deem it a pleasant duty, 
however, to commend the good behavior and studious habits of a few 
of the scholars. 

No. 10. The summer term of 12 weeks. with 25 scholars, average 
20 ; only one instance of tardiness; wasasuccess. The teacher showed 
a willingness to work, and that in the right direction. 

The winter term was kept by same teacher; length of school 10 
weeks; whole number of scholars 32; average 28; tardiness 2. This 
was equally successful with the first. We were glad to meet a goodly 
number of visitors at the close, and all of us had the assurance of - 
being in the midst of a happy family. 

No. 11 This being a small school there was only one term in the 
_ fall of 9 weeks, with 12 scholars and an average attendance of 11. The 
teacher managed the school with much skill and was eminentl success- 
ful. She has uncommon talent for governing, interesting and instruact- 
ing young children and we think her deserving of much praise for her 
patient and untiring industry. The term, on account of the sickness 
of the teachers’ frignds, terminated sooner than was’ anticipated, con- 
sequently it was visited at the close. 

Religious Stsbrratioes moral worth, general intelligence and industry 
are the leading traits of New England character.. These traits recom- 
mend them to the favorable notice of almost every other portion of our 
common country. Wherever they move they command respect. 

These elements are often developed in early life ; they are inherited 
' from those who have lived before him. As the Father thinks and moves, 
so will. the child think and move. Hence the responsibility of the 
parent, 

When the parents arrange for their little ones to make their first ap- 
pearance in the school room, they are commencing an important work ; 
for, the child will carry with it the character of its home ; if here he is 
trained to obedience, at school he will be manifested ; if at home he is 
trained to respect the parent, here he will respect the teacher ; if at 
home, he is trained to industry, at school he will practice it; if at home 
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he hears and is allowed himself to speak profane words, at school he 
will utter them; if at home he is indulged in rebelling against paren- 
tal authority, at school he will be very likely to add much to the labor 
of the teacher. If at home he is trained to have a good care for things 
at his command, at'school he will have a good care for the books, fur- 
niture &c., at his command there. 

The relation of parent to teacher and teacher to scholar isa near one, 
The scholar has a right to expect much from the teacher, and the teach- 
er has the same right to expect much from the parent, 

To insure a good s-hool a combination of elements is necessary, such 
as good influence from home, ambitious scholars, and faithful and kind 
teachers. . 

The labors of a teacher true to her trust, are arduous. She is the ex- 
ecutive, the legislative and judiciary. 

The school house in readiness, committees elected, teacher , engaged, 
and all hope for a profitable term. To ensure this, parents should be 
well guarded as to what they say or do. They should conquer all prej- 
udices if any they have against house, committee or teacher. ‘They 
should be slow to decide on the evidence of a complaining scholar. If 
in their judgment, an investigation seems necessary, consult the teacher 
and committees, who have the school in charge. 

They should also see to it that their scholars do not leave home with 
any thing, the use of which in school, will be detrimental, permit us 
to mention such as the pocket knife, the gimlet,a nail or any other 
cutting or pointed instrument, with which he may inadvertently mar 
the house, or do violence to themselves or their associates, Toys, as 
such, have no place in school, .also sweetmeats of all kinds should not 
be allowed. Gum chewing is pernicious, and the use of tobacco abom- 
inable. The hand-sled may have a place here, for it is a pretty sight to 
see an older brother drawing a younger sister quietly to and. from 
school. But it had better be kept at home, if it has no other use than 
for amusement. The teacher, entering upon her duties, should? realize 
that many eyes are turned upon her, some to approve and perhaps some 
to disapprove. She may be brought into a position where she may have 
Charybdis upon the one hand.and Scylli upon the other; and ‘her bet- 
ter judgment is to be exercised as to her course to be pursued, 

Punctifality in attendance, neatness and order in everything over 
which they have charge, kindness and politeness, are expected alike, 

both by scholar and teacher. 
_ he machinery of a school is not very complicated, yet it requires 
the constant care and watchfulness of all, the parent, the teacher and 


the committee.

report :-— . 

At the close of another year I am happy to report that 
the department is in good condition, the companies having been 
kept full, and the most friendly feeling prevails throughout the 
‘whole department. 

By vote of the Town the Committee purchased a second-hand 
Fire Engine, Hunneman’s make, the same capacity as the Del- 
uge and. Neptune which proves to be a good machine, which 
makes the Department larger and more efficient. 

Deluge Engine and apparatus are in good working order, com- 
pany not quite full, at this time; under the direction of J. E. 
Sandall, Foreman. 

Neptune Engine and apparatus are in good order. with a full 
company, under the direction of 8. E. Hall, Foreman. 

Niagara Engine and Hose Company are in good order with 
a full roll of men under the direction of A. O. Fisk, Foreman. 

T would recommend that the town take some action to secure an 
additional number of uniforms for the Niagara company. 

Hook and Ladder Company is a good company under the 
order of ©. Mason, Foreman, but are in great need of a_bet- 
ter Carriage and Ladders. 

We have had eleven fires the past year, three of sid were 
subdued without a general alarm. ‘The Department has been 
called out eight times, as follows : 

June 26th, 1867, alarm of fire about 5 o’clock, P. M., caused 
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by the burning of Cheshire Railroad wood shed below depot. 
Damage to Railroad $3500; J. & F. French $1000; ©. S. 
Coburn, $50; all insured. This was avery bard fire lasting 
all night. . Firemen promptly on hand and worked with a will 
and thus prevented a large fire. 

Aag. 3, alarm of fire about 6 1-2 o’clock, P. M., caused by 
a defect in the chimney of Bancrofts’ slaughter house—damage 
small. Firemen all svarted promptly and would soon have been 


on the spot for action. Extinguished without their aid. 

Aug. 9th, the house of John Lahiff burnt. Being the last 
one in Keene on the Swanzey road, therefore no alarm reached 
us till too late. Damage $600; insured $400. 

Aug 12th, alarm of fire about 4 1-2 o’clock, P. M., caused 
by the burning of Nims & Crossfield’s Steam Shop together 
with other shops and houses near the same. Total loss $44,500. 
Insurance $13,075. This was the most disastrous fire that the- 
town has had for many a year. Firemen all out promptly. 
No. 1 and 2 dismissed about 12 o’elock at night. No. 5 were 
not dismissed till 2 o’clock next morning. Engineers out all 
night. 

Sept. 28d, alarm of fire about 9 o’clock, A. M., caused by 
the partial burning of M. Fairbank’s Dry House. Depart- 
ment all out promptly and soon deluged it. Damage $00. 

Oct. 10th, fire about 5 o’clock P. M., caused by the burning 
_ of James Birne’s barn. Department out promptly. House 
saved without much damage. Insured. No insurance on Barn. 
Damage $500. , | 

Noy. 15th, fire about 4 1-2 o’clock A. M., caused by the 
floor taking fire from the chimney in Grimes’ Store. Damage 
small. Extinguished without working the Engines. 

Nov. 16th, Fire at 6 o’clock, P. M., caused by M. Fair- 
banks’ Dry House taking fire. -Companies all out. Worked 
31-2 hours before being relieved. Damage $200. No in- 
surance. i 

It will be seen by the above report that we have had warning 
enough the past year to rouse up the citizens of Keene to tho 
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importance of affording a better supply of water. Ido hope 
that something will lis done the ensuing Town Meeting that 
will give us more water. 

In closing my report I tender my sincere thanks to the As- 
sistant Engineers, Officers and members of the different com- 
panies for the prompt manner in which they have performed 
their duties as Firemen. |

REPORT OF THE FUNDING COMMITTEE. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Keene: 


The undersigned, the committee having in charge the fund- 
ing the town debt, report as follows: 

At the date of our last report (Feb. 25, 1867) one hundred 
and thirty town bonds had been disposed of by sale and ex- 
change for town notes, amounting in the whole to seventy one 
thousand and four hundred dollars. No more bonds were of- 
ferred until the summer of 1867, when on consultation with 
your board it was found that a small additional sum could be | 
used to advantage in the payment of town notes. Accordingly 
seven additional bonds, payable in twelve years, were offered 
and sold at par, for three thousand and six hundred dollars, and 
the accrued interest. The funded debt of the town is now sev- 
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enty-five thousand dollars; and the committee do not see any 
present occasion to Increase the amount. ‘The whole number 
of bonds issued is one hundred and thirty-seven. 

It only remains for the town to fulfil in good faith, the notes 
and obligations on the strength of which these bonds have been 
taken.
